0& 
a large and (mutually, profitable commerce, with the Citizens ofthe 
adjoining State of New York, inhabiting the country onthe South side 
‘ot the said River and Lukes. 

That across the Peninsula of. Upper Canada. from Lake, Huron to the 
Village of Fort Erie, on the Niagara River, opposite the City, of Boffaly, 

in the State of New York, a Railway (a greater portion of whieh is ia 

active operation) is being rapidly carried, to completion, and ia expected 
to be finished and in working order throughout, during the course of the 
DRREEDS year. 

That the ¢onstruction of a Railway Bridge across the Niagara River, 
at Fort Erie aforesaid, would greatly facilitate the operations of the said 
Ra‘lway, and largely increase the commercial intercourse of ‘the twe 
Countries, as well as afford your Majesty’s Petitioners and others in Up- 
per Canada, additional and improved means of transportation for their 
produce to the Atlantic Sea board. 

That during the last Session of the Legisiature of the State of New 
York. an Act’ was passed by a very large majority of the members ot 
hoth Houses of the said Legislature. granting a Charter to a Company 
to hte s such Bridge, so far as the authority of the said Stste ex- 
tended N 

That doring the late Session of the Legislature of Canada, a similar 
Bill wae passed by both Houses of the said Legislature of Canada, grant- 
ing a Charter to a Company for the like object. from the Canadian shore, 
end atthe same time an Ast was also pissed by unanimous consent 
granting a Charter for the constraction of a Ship Canal on the Canadian 
side, eo a8 to secure the free and uninterrupted navigation ot the eaid 
Niagara River. 

That the Bill for the construction of the said Bridge has been reserved 
by Hie Excellency the Governor General for your Majesty’s pleasure 
thereon, while that for the construction of the Canal has received the 
Royal arsent.
